‘Morris Brandon Makes Answer 
to Statement of Mr. Candler, 


PROTECTING HIS’ RIGHTS 


Mr. Candler Says Brandon Is Acting 
in Behalf of Street Car Company, 
and Mr. Brandon Says He Is 
Protecting His Private 
Interests, 


Two interesting interviews were given 
to the press yesterday tin relation to 
the suit filed by Morris Brandon against 
the Coca-Cola Company to prevent it 
from laying conduits from the Candler 
io the Moore and Marsh building. 

In an interview in The Atlanta Jour- 
nal Mr. Candler, president of the Coca- 
Cola Company, stated that ne believed 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany Instigated this sult, and that he 
intends to defend his rights in the 
premises in every court which fas ju- 
risdiction in the matter. He declared 
that he asked the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company for terms for light- 
ing the Moore-Marsh building, and he 
considered tne terms asked by them ex- 
Orbitant, and then decided to light the 
building from the Candler.

Will Fight to Finish. 


Asa G. Candler, president of the Coca- 
Cola Company, stated yesterday morn- 
ing that he proposed to fight the suit 
to the bitter end. 

“I do not make it as an unequivocal 
statement,” said Mr. Candler, “but I 
State it as my positive bellef that the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
instigated this law suit, and I shall de- 
fend iwnat J pelieve to be my rights in 
the premises, in every court which fas 
jurisdiction of the matter. I always try 
to do my duty as a citizen, and I do not 
propose to be held up in any such way 
by the Georgia Railway and blectric 
Company or anybody eise. 

“Some time ago we acquired the prop- 
erty Known as the old Moore-Marsa 
building, at the corner of Edgewood 
avenue and North Pryor street. We set 
about to improve the property. Among 
other things it was, of course, neces- 
sary to equip it with electric lights. 
We had negotiations with tne lighting 
department of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, with the sole idea of 
using their lights. It was found that 
their charges were exorbitant. In fact, 
I might state that in comparison With 
our ligats in the Candler building, these 
cnarges were nothing short of Outra- 
geous. I therefore decided that it would 
be wiser and far cheaper tg furnish the 
improved building with lightg from our 
plant in the Candler bullding. 

“With this idea in view,” continued 
Mr. Candler, “I went to tne city coun- 
cil in the most open manner and asked 
for the right to lay conduits for the 
purpose designated along Pryor street 
between the two buildings, a distance 
of but two blocks. The petition was 
read, referred and acteq on in Open 
council, and not the Slightest kick 
was heard fram Mr. Brandon. The pe- 
tition was openly and legally granted, 
and we went to work to make the con- 
rections. Beginning at the Moore- 
Marsh building, the street was opened 
in a northerly direction, ang went 
along quietly, passing Auburn avenue, 
passing the very property owned by 
Mi. Brandon, and in fact approaching 
closely the alley just 6outh of the 
Lowndes building. Yesterday I -was 
Stricken with amazement—-i could not 
have been more amazed if I had been 
struck by lightning—when Mr. Bran- 
don filed his suit, claiming an illegal 
use Of the street. 

Why He Believes It. 


“T have said,” continued Mr. Candler, 
“that I believe the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company instigated this suit. 
Why? Mr. Brandon is of the law firm 
of Rosser & Brandon, attorneys for this 
ccmpany. Mr. Brandon did not start 
his sult when I started the work of 
connecting the two buildings. He did 
not Start it, even, before the work had 
reacheg his own property, but actually 
after it had passed it. We had nogo- 
tiations with his company for light-. 
ing the new building, which we de- 
ciined because of the outrageous price. 
And further, I might ask how in the 
name of common sense can our conduit 
hurt Mr. Brandon, or his property? 
3 can see how it might; under some 
circumstances, greatly help him. 
Suppose, as a mere property owner 
aiong the street, he should be outraged 
with an excessive charge for electric 
lighting, ang right by him was a wire 
belonging to another company. swup- 
pose the other company were to give 
him @ rate of one-half, or one-third, or 
even one-fifth of the old concern. Does 
anyone suppose that he or any other 
sane individual would pay the’ exces- 
sive instead of the reasonable charge? 
In other words, I say that the laying 
o* this conduit cannot in any way harm 
Mr. Brandon or his property, but might 


' possibly be of aid to him. 


“Mr. Brandon is a man of standing 
and intelligence, all of which I cheer- 
fully admit, but it seems exceedingly 
until he 
did to bring his suit. The street is 
piled up with red clay. A heavy rain 
would fill up the cut, and might cause 
serious damage to the water pipes. I 
can’t move @ peg ufitil the court says 
BO. 

Will Defend His Rights. 


“For all these reasons,” concluded 
Mr. Candler, “I am forced to the con- 
clusion, and to the inevitable conclu- 
sion, that the Georgia Rallway and 
Electric Company is behind this suit. 
As 1 stated above, I am going to de- 
fend my rights and fight this thing out 
to the finish. I know it will cost me 
much money, but Jd care nothing for 
that, as I do not propose to let this 
compariy or any other company or per- 
son bulldoze me or hold me up. I try 
to do my every duty as a citizen. I do 
everything in the open light of day. 
1 never try to impede or obstruct any- 
body. When I want a thing, I go into 
the market and fight for it like a man. 
If I jose out, I don’t whimper. I don’t 
like the way I have been treated at 
ail, and Mr. Brandon and the Georgia 
Railway and Blectric Company will 
find it out im an entirely gentlemanly 
manner before this matter is ended.
